President F. T. Cuthbert .of 
the 


Manhattan Oil company, late Thurs- 
day afternoon testified that there was 
no competition between.his company 
and Standard 
Oil and 
that in the 


North Lima oil fields where independ- 
ents are strong they pay five cents 
more per barrel than 
in the South 


Lima field, to prevent, as he said, en- 
croachment of competition. 


These business. methods in 
the 


Afield of production,: by 
which the 


"'Standard seeks to kill off competition 


will be followed by showing similar 
results in the, retail field of refined 
oil by a system of rebates. 


The state, has bujlt its case slow- 


ly. The defense lias objected to al- 
most every qiiestion and argued long 
and earnestly on the admissibility of 
evidence.

Findlay, O., Oct. 12.—Salient facts 


iii iiic Icaiiiuoay ofteieii a.1 lue U'iai of 
the Standard OU case in probate court 
here *do not go" 1,6 the jury without 
vigorous protest >y th'e defense. 


There was an extended argument by 


counsel as to-the admissibility as evi- 
dence of documents certified to by the 
secretary of state of New Jersey; 
showing the corporate powers af the 
Standard Oil company • of that state 
and the seven annual reports since 
these powers were increased. The 
.court rule.d' the evidence in. 


Frank C. Shank, deputy auditor of 


Hancock county, identified several tax 
certificates on file in the auditor's of- 
fice showing that Theodore M. Tolles 
of 26 Brod^way, New York, was tax 
agent for tJie Standard Oil ebmpany 
of Ohio, the Buckeye pipe liae and the 
Ohio Oil .company., 


Evidence was submitted by the state 


showing the ownership of the Manhat- 
tan Oil company of Ohid to be in the 
General Industrial Development com- 
pany (limited) of London, England: 
also, that the Manhattan, which buys 
and pipes .crude oil, does not compete 
with the Standard, but does .compete 
with independent companies. 


Such is the gist of the testimony of 


F. T. .Cuthbert, president" of the Man- 
hattan. A criminal suit similar to 
that on. trral: is ^.pending .against his 
company, and lie testified under order 
of the court, ;which renders him im- 
mune from criminal prosecution; This 
course was taken at the suggestion of 
the prbsecution^after 'appeal by Cuth- 
bert to the court for protection.

S. P. Trainer,, purchas- 
ing agent, for the Standard, who also 
buys oil from Joseph Seep, treasurer 
of the Buckeye Pipe Line - company, 
n what is known as the South Lima 
field, where the Manhattan and Buck- 
eye, pipe lines both buy oil, the price 
paid to the producer is .Z cents a bar- 
rel less than in the North Lima field, 
where what are regarded as the ind'e- 
>endent companies make their pur- 
chases. 


Asked to explain why this was,

while standing m the court at 


Boise, Ida., marked "Exhibit A," heard 
Judge Norman Buck hand down, the 
following opinion, ^\ Inch determined 
the ownership of the miue: 


"From the evidem e of the witnessej 


this court is of thr- opinion that the 
Bunker Hill mine was discovered by 
the donkey, Phil O'Rourke and N. S 
Kellogg, and as the animal was the 
property of the plaintiffs, Cooper & 
Peck, they are entitled to a half in 
terest in the Bunker Hill and a quarter 
interest in the Sullivan claims." 


N. S. Kellogg thereupon bought the 


donkey for $250 cash aud employed 
a man at a salary <>i' S.jO a month to 
care for the animal the rest of his life 
That tvas twenty-out- years ago. 
Bill 


was sis years old at the time. 
For 


twenty-one years he has enjoyed ever;- 
luxury, has been the pet of children in 
the neighborhood and honored by vis 
itors from all parts of the world. 


A few days ago Bill was called to 


that place where all good donkeys go 
r.iid it was the receipt of this news thai 
caused Goetz to announce that he will 
erect a monument to the memory of 
the famous animal. 


Goetz and Con Sullivan located the 


Sullivan mine. Goetz tells of the find 
ing of the famous' mine by the donkey 
as follows: 
/ 


In the fall «f Jl^N. S. Kellogg, a 


veteran prospector, rode into camp at 
Murray with Samples of ere which he 
had just discovc-recl. He was in the 
employ of Cooper & Peck of Spokane. 
Wash., having been grab staked b; 
them. His employers pronounced the 
specimens he brought in worthless 
whereupon Kellosg showed them to 
Phil O'Rourke, who saw the value of 
the ore aud arranged wilh Kellogg fr. 
return to the claim. At that time 
O'Rourke was being grub staked hj 
Goetz & Baer of Spokane. These mer 
supplied the grub stake for both Kel 
logs and O'Rourke when they started 
in quest of the claim which Kellog? 
had located. They hadn't the price oi 
a mule and started with their equip 
rnent on their backs. 


The second day out, however, they 


chanced upon the donkey, which had 
wandered from camp. They transfer 
red their equipment to his back and 
tramped up the canyon until they reach 
ed Mile Creek, three miles from the 
south fork of the < "oeur d'Alene river. 


There the donkey wandered away 


again, and when O'Rourke found him 
he was browsing- on a mountain side 
where he had pav. ed up some moss, un 
covering a quautiy of solid galena lead 
and silver ore. 


When Cooper & Peck found that their 


donkey had been pressed into service 
they claimed an interest in the mine 
under the grub stake law, and after a 
long legal battle through two courts, 
filially established their rights.

and accuracy. To him falls the task 
of stopping as many balls as possi- 
ble as are directed for the goal, and 
protecting that place as far as he can. 
The goal tend must be a cool, activa 
player. 
He should leave his cage as 


seldom as possible, never quitting it, 
except in an emergency. 
When the 


ball is in his territory he should give 
the utmost assistance to his rushers, 
as he can be of great asssistance to 
them in locating the ball and advis- 
ing them of any danger from the op- 
posing players.
